- A. Proctor, chairman, reviewed the

steps taken by his committee in in-
corporation procedures, in chrono-
logical order, the objections they
met, reconsiderations and the final
action by the board of supervisors.
7That part of Lomita North of Aca-
ciu street was well represented and
there were two or three who stren-
uously objected to being taken im,
one in particular becuuse the north
edge of Acacia street had been de-
e apon as the boundary line.
Thls leaves the whole street in'the
cosnty, with no possible chance of
baing improved or paved by the
new city. While this was the prin-
cipal objection, other questions
were asked, but more of a nature
of enlightenment, and the meeting
developed into one of merriment.

roanner the tax rate and showed
tlie¢ people Who are now within the
b undaries of Torrance that they
wauld actually save about 44 cents
per hundred on thefr tax rate after
Turrance Was incorporated even if
“tua rate ‘were placed at the maxi-
jaum,  This was accounted for by
“eliminating the 80c per hundred
 malntatuance tax now in force in
Jorrance. - To those in the Lomitw
saction, were the rate placed at the
maximum they would not be pay-
‘ingz more than 35c per hundred
over what they mow pay. Mr.
Courdier stated, however, that this
would not likely follow, as there
swwere several million dollars im-
provements in Torrance in the way
of tactories that they hoped would
act to keep the rates approximately
st what they now are for the total
icounty tax, or even less.

The meeting closed with- the
stutement from the chairman that
thay were going to fight for every
fuot of land granted them by the
board of supervisors, the general
Ampression belng that the meeting
had the best possible results for
the incorporation of Turrance, and
had made many votes for the af-
tirmative.

With much new building already
projected and much more in sight,
to be under way within sixty days,
the year of 1921 promises to be

the busiest yet experienced in Tor- -

rance. Prophecy, even when
founded on a heavy element of
probability, is wuncertain, but so
many enterprises have been con-
sistently knocking at the doors of
the modern industrial city that ev-
eryone is on their toes to see what
is going to happen next.

A consolidation of capital repre-
senting several Interests of cheml-
cal companies are reported to have
formed a syndicate and it is a well
known fact that forty acres have
been sold to this newly formed
chemical company just east and
south of the tile and brick factory
near the Dominguez Land Corpora-
tion and Lomita boundarfes and it
is reported every day that opera-
tions will be under way within a
few days for erection of a large
factory. The new concern, as re-
ported, will manufacture chemicals
for all known usage, and will em-
ploy a large force of men. Signifl-
cant, too, is the fact that forty
acres is mnot enough land for the
new concern and that many acres
more will in time be requiréd o
